Trade only with concerns 
known to be reliable or with 
those whose reputation can be 
established by intelligent inquiry. 

Unless there is a written or 
provable agreement othrewise, all 
sales are final and the matter 
of a refund or exchange is de- 
pendent on the poilcy of the sell- 
er. Some retailesr have a policy 
of making refunds. or exchanges; 
some have a policy of making ex- 
changes only; and others have a 


~ policy o fmaking no refunds or 


ord 


exchanges, 

Buy with care, read labels, be 
certain of the correct size, color 
and other requiremenst. Keep 
your sales slips or receipts. Read 
all papers you ar aesked to sign 
and keep a copy. 

Examine Christmas purchases 
before Christmas, So) that any 
claim for defects or damages may 
be made immediately rather than 
after Christmas. 

If you receive a gift you don’t 
like, don’t try to return it to the 
store you think it came from.

Many stores won't permit ex- 
changes on items that were re- 
duced for clearance, Others per- 
mit exchanges for a limited time 
only, therefore, check the retail- 
er's policy before you buy. 

Don’t try to get cash retunds 
on Christmas gifts given to you. 
The fact that you don't like the 
gift or that you received two or 
more alike is no reason for any 
merchant to give you a cash re- 
fund. 

If you pay an advance deposit 
on the ‘lay-away-plan” or other 
credit conveniences. be sure that 
you can and will complete the 
purchase —otherwise you may 
sacrifice your deposit. 

Never let yourself be rushed 
into buying anything by high 
pressure door-to-door salesmen 
who claim that it is your last 
chance. Take your time and make 
up your mind carefully. 

Don’t buy from advertisers 
who discourage you from buying 
attractively advertised goods but 
who instead try to switch you 
into something else. That's 
“bait” advertising, 

No one can continually sell re- 
tail at ‘‘wholesale” or below-cost 
prices. Be skeptical of those who 
claim to do so. 

Remember that itinerant ven- 
dors, sidewalk hawkers and 
peddlers will not be around after 
the holiday to hear complaints. 

When you know about cases of 
false or misleading advertising or 
deceptive sales schemes, report 
them to the Better Business 
Bureau.

Two ways out of each room is 
the starting point for a home fire 
escape plan. Keep in mind that 
fire can sweep up stairways and 
through ‘halls with alarming 
speed, For this reason, bedroom 
and/or hall doors should always 
be closed at night, 

Most fatal home fires occur be- 
tween midnight and 6 a.m, when 
the family is asleep, so it is es- 


_| Specially important that each bed- 


room have at least two avenues 
of escape. A window is usually 
the alternate exit—be sure it is 
low enough and large enough to 
climb through; that access to it 
is not blocked by furniture; that 
it can be opened easily, even by 
children; and that storm windows 


4|and screens can be removed 


easily. 

If the window leads to a porch 
or garage roof, fine. Otherwise, 
second-floor bedroom exit can be 
via a folding escape ladder. Keep 
in mind, however, these two im- 
portant limitations: it requires 
agility to use a folding escape 
ladder; and, if the ladder must 
pass a lower floor window from 
which smoke and flames are issu- 
ing, it become unusable. 

Adults can ‘help children escape

ease of entrapment, make sure 
the door to your room is closed 
tight, open a window a little at 
the top and bottom to let in some 
fresh air, and hang out a sheet 
to signal rescuers as to your lo- 
cation. 

A home fire alarm signal 
should be arranged next. The sig- 
nal should be readily available to 
everyone in the house, especially 
at night, and should not depend 
upon anyone reaching a certain 
part of the house to give the 
alarm, Keep the signal simple— 
like pounding on walls, using a 
policeman’s-type whistle (which 
each member of the family could 
keep beside his bed), or simply 
“hollering.” 

Some families choose to have 
reliable automatic fire warning 
equipment installed in their 
homes, which provide additional 
precious minutes for escape. 

GET out fast is the rule once 
the fire alarm has sounded in the 
house. Don’t stop to dress or 
gather valuables. Don't let the 
children look for favorite toys or 
even the family pet. And don’t 
risk lives trying to find the 
source of the fire or fighting 
flames yourself. 

Test doors before opening them 
to make sure it’s safe on the 
other side—intense heat and 
deadly smoke may be ready to 
overcome you. To “test” a closed 
door, feel the panels to see if 
they are hot and look to see if 
smoke is leaking around the 
edges. If you suspect fire on the 
other side, don’t open the door; 
instead, use your alternate escape 
route from the room. Once you 
decide it is safe to open a door, 
do so slowly, with one shoulder 
braced against it and head kept 
to one side. Be ready to slam 
the door shut in an instant if 
heat and smoke start to rush in. 

An outside meeting place 
should be decided upon in ad- 
vance of a fire emergency and 
everyone in the house should 
know just where it is. Locate 
the meeting place well away from 
the house and make it an un- 
breakable rule that “Once Out— 
Stay Out!”
